crushed. 
He was dead; his wife was 
lying near unconscious. 
Pennell made arrangem ents to meet 
a friend at his home at six o’clock last 
evening and ordered dinner for seven 
o’clock, 
A cigar man from whom Pen­ 
nell purchased a cigar just prior to his 
death, says th a t Pennell did not a p ­ 
pear in any way excited.

Commerce; E. H. Outerbridge, both the 
New York Cham ber of Commerce and 
the Chicago Board of Trade, and T. 
B. Stoddard of the New York Produce 
Exchange. 
Messrs. Howes and Hall 
contended 
principally for the ratification of the 
treaty as a m eans of strengthening the 
commercial relations between 
N ew ­ 
foundland and the United States and 
argued that by taking the proper step 
at this time the United States could 
make such of the trade attachm ent of 
Newfoundland to this country, whereas 
a false step might have the effect of 
driving it to Canada. 
They also urge 
that the free bait privilege, granted by 
the treaty, is of the greatest im port­ 
ance. 
The statem ent was made 
that 
only the Gloucester fishermen oppose 
the treaty and it was asserted 
that 
m any of them are not citizens of the 
United States 
The others urged that the free a d ­ 
mission of Newfoundland fish could not 
injure the fish industry of the United 
States. 
Mr. Stoddart stated th a t the advices 
received by the New York Produce E x ­ 
change point strongly to the absorp­ 
tion of Newfoundland trade by Canada, 
unless reciprocal trade relations can be 
established between this country and 
the United States.

dition of Dr. A lbert A. Ames, form er 
m ayor of M inneapolis, who is reluctant 
to retu rn to th a t city to stand trial 
for bribery. 
The hearing, which began 
a t 10.30 o’clock this m orning, was be­ 
fore Judge Tike, and although the day 
w as anything but pleasant, Dr. Ames 
did not seem to m ind St, in fact a p ­ 
peared In excellent sp irits after over 
a m onth’s confinem ent in 
the 
little 
C ongregational parsonage a t Hancock, 
w here he w as first 
arrested . 
H aving 
gained considerable notoriety, 
through 
other proceedings of the sam e nature. 
Dr. Ames was naturally som ew hat of 
an attraction, and the court room was 
well nigh filled with people some m in­ 
utes before the hearing began. 
The 
doctor and his faithful w ife spent the 
Bight very com fortably a t a hotel and 
It# w as brought over to the court house 
In a carriage In custody of 
D eputy 
Sheriff Donne, of H illsborough county, 
but close behind cam e the M innesota 
officer, Sheriff Dreger, ready and eager 
to assum e charge in case the 
court 
should render a decision in his favor 
and dism iss the w rit. 
In fact, before 
the hearing began Sheriff D reger said 
th a t he had m ade every arrangem ent 
to take Dr. Ames out of the state w ith ­ 
in an hour or two In case he won his 


The objections to Dr. Am es’ rem oval 
w ere based on nine different questions 
raised by his counsel, Hon. C harles J. 
H am blett, am ong them the point th a t 
the sta te law of New H am pshire p er­ 
m ittin g the fixing of a day certain for 
the 
delivery 
of such a 
prisoner as 
Ames, ra th e r than on dem and Is In 
opposition to the 'constitution and laws 
of the U nited States. 
The proceedings w ere opened by As­ 
sociate Counsel Spring for Dr. Ames, 
who 
claim ed th a t the 
evidence upon 
w hich the extradition w a rra n t was is­ 
sued 
w as 
insufficient 
and th a t It is 
therefore defective. 
He 
then 
reviewed the 
extradition 
law s of the U nited S tates, It is the 
question before the court w hether the 
defendant is charged w ith a crim e and 
w hether 
this charge 
has been sub­ 
stan tiated , This, he claim ed, had 
not 
been done. 
He also 
said 
th a t 
the 
governor had 
not heard any evidence 
on 
the charge against Dr. Ames, or 
th a t he had found Dr. Am es is a fugi­ 
tive. 
The court here called atten tio n to a 


recent decision on a sim ilar case but 
counsel claimed th a t those proceedings 
were different. 
Mr. Spring fu rth er 
contended 
th a t 
the governor had not Investigated 
as 
to w'hether 
the defendant was legally 
held under a crim inal process. 
And 
fu rth e r th a t the issuance of 
the w ar­ 
ra n t 
is not conclusive evidence th a t 
the defendant is under arrest. 
L ast 
Mr. Spring claim ed th a t 
the 
governor should have delivered the de­ 
fendant 
over to 
the custody of 
the 
M innesota officers on 
the day of the 
extradition hearing in conform ity w ith 
the law s of the U nited States. 
On the 
contrary, 
the tw o w eeks’ delay under 
sta te 
law's, 
he 
claim ed, 
were 
in 
conflict and therefore overthrow n by 
the higher authorities. 
The extradition papers and the w ar­ 
ran t for the arrest were then produced 
by 
Secretary 
of S tate 
Pearson 
and 
both exam ined by the court and the 
opposing counsel. 
D uring this consultation, which took 
place a t the bench, 
Mr. 
Tuttle, 
the 
county solicitor, recited much of the 
evidence which wus laid before 
the 
governor as to Dr. Ame#' physical con­ 
dition and pointed out the cause of 
the delay in tu rning him over 
to the 
custody of the M innesota officers.

through.

A fran chise for a su b u rb a n street r a il­ 
way w as to be g ran te d .

With­ 
out a cent of assistance from hts rela­ 
tives^ he fought against terrible depri­ 
vations, often going without a meal be­ 
cause of lack of money. 
His brave 
spirit ever saw ahead the theater, and 
the hope of being an actor some day 
spurred him on. In Vienna he obtained 
a place for a trifling salary, but It kept 
body and srthl together, and when he 
showed so much pluck his brothers 
helped him to a lucrative position. The 
secret of his life has been to do all he 
had to do to the best of his ability, to 
slight nothing. 
Foerster, stage man­ 
ager of the Burg theater, gave him les­ 
sons during morning walks, and when 
at last he was offered a stage trial he 
was the lucky one of forty-two appli­ 
cants. To fill the place and attend re­ 
hearsals he w'as forced to give up his 
business. 
For a timo he was without 
money and hungry. 
The good friend 
who tutored him discovered this and 
again helped him. His w'ork as an ac­ 
tor soon gave him reputation, and the 
days of slow starvation were past. In 
a few years Conrled was a very suc­ 
cessful actor and toured Austria and 
Germany. 
In 1877 he came to New 
York and has won both fame and 
wealth as actor and manager in Amer­ 
ica. The Irving Place theater here, in 
which plays are given in German only, 
has been under his management for 
about ten years. 
He has also made a 
great deal of money from the manufac­ 
ture of steamer chairs. 
Among his 
backers in theatrical enterprises are 
George Gould and Jacob H. Schlff.

The celerity with which the legislature 
took up the Luce order yesterday indi­ 
cated that the members of the general 
court are very much in earnest in the 
matter. 
Mr. Riley’n friends In the legislature 
were strenuous in contending that the 
matter should not be acted upon defi­ 
nitely in his absence. They claimed that 
hr. ought to be given un opportunity to 
show that he was as anxious to have the 
ward 
8 alleged repeating 
thoroughly 
probed a s any member of the house, and 
furthermore that inasmuch jus his name 
had been brought Into the 
mutter by 
witness Harry Brown in his testimony, 
that Mr. Riley deserved every possible 
consideration at the hands of his col­ 
leagues. 
Following (he suggestion of Represen­ 
tative Luce the house put I t se l f on rec­ 
ord as taking this view of th*- matter. 
Representative Llnehan of South 
B o s ­ 
ton. however, wants to go much flirt her 
than does th-- committee on election laws 
rn the Investigation of the election frauds. 
He gave notice tn the house yesterday 
that on Friday he should 
move 
an 
amendment to the Lure order, providing 
that the committee on election laws he 
Instructed "to inquire Into the methods 
tined in the receot elections for congress­ 
men in the 6th. 9th and lith congressional 
districts." 
It will he recalled that Hon. Augustus 
P. (Gardner of Hamilton, son-ln-lnw of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, was the 
republican nominee nnd w as elected to 


congress from the 6th (or Essex) dis­ 
trict last fall. 
Tho caucus contest for the nomina­ 
tion was between (.'apt. Gardner arid 
l i o n . E. I*. Shaw of Newburyport and 
all sorts of rumors floated 
through 
the district regarding the methods em ­ 
ployed to secure delegates to the nom­ 
inating convention, ra p t. Gardner won 
and 
was nominated, 
the democratic 
candidate 
being Hon. Samuel Roads, 
Jr., of Marblehead. 
The unsavory allegations which were 
so prominent in 
the 
Sha\v-( lordlier 
fight for tho nomination followed in 
the wake of the congressional election 
so far as the republican candidate was 
concerned.

The school has two 
rooms and is in 
every way a model of its kind. 
It has 
a system of heating and 
ventilation 
which though inexpensive, will compare 
favorably in point of utility with some of 
the expensive systems used in Lowell 
and other cities. Only one room is occu­ 
pied as yet. Miss Sarah Devine being the 
teacher, hut the other will soon be occu­ 
pied. 
The small amount of money used 
for the building of the school will be a 
surprise to the people of 
Lowell, who 
have been accustomed to paying much 
larger sums even for the plainest build­ 
ing 
Tim town appropriated 
$5000 for the 
building, $1000 of which was to be raised 
by direct taxation and $4000 to be bor 
rowed. The town at the same t im e voted 
to authorize the transfer of money from 
one appropriation to another. 
lf such 
wore necessary to help in building the 
school. 
As a result the schoolhouse has 
been completed with a net debt to the 
town of $4000. which was borrowed, and 
the total cost of the school as it stands 
completed and equipped with every es­ 
sential convenience is $4500. 
It would pay the city of Lowell to em­ 
ploy the school committee of Chelms­ 
ford to erect their schoolhouses. 
The 
committee is receiving great

ments for the elegant building they have 
put up at such a moderate outlay.

of the p assen g er tra in saw' th e h e ad lig h t ap p ro a ch in g they ju m p ed for life 
and landed in the pond th irty feet below. 
After the locom otives had locked in th e dead ly crash and com e 
to a 
standstill, th ey w ere b ut ten y a rd s from a slender bridge over the deep 
waters of the pond. 
The escape from a terrible loss of life w as m ost m iracu lo us and provlocn- 
tial. 
But the com pan y deserves no credit for this escape. 
All the elem ents 
of danger w ere there. 
A c om p any can n o t be guilty of a worse blunder th a n 
the running of tw o tra in s at full sp e e d in opposite directions on th e sam e 
track. 
T here m ust be so m ething seriously w rong in 
the 
m a n a g e m e n t 
when a n y th in g of th is kind occurs. 
I s it incom petent employes; Is It m isdi­ 
rection: is it stu pid ity , or Is it c a re !easnens? 
T he public has a right to 
know Just 
how 
an 
a ccid en t of th is kind can happen. 
If railroad d is­ 
asters continue to be do nu m ero u s it will soon be reg arded aa perilous 
to board a train on an y line.

United S tates, and th a t is sa y in g a g re a t deal w hen we con sid er Philadelphia, 
New York, C hicago an d som e sm aller cities. 
T he article p resen ts a horrid pictu re of m u nicipal corruption. 
T h e e n ­ 
tire city g ov ern m en t of St. Louts w as steeped In c o rru ptio n. 
T he nim of 
every m em b er w as to m ake m oney for him self by selling o ut the c ity ’s in te r- 
eats at every opportu nity . 
Political bosses s p r a n g up an d assu m ed control of the city g ov ernm ent. 
They would presen t th e ir schem es an d offer lurge su m s for votes. 
Suppose 
a co m p an y w an te d a fran chise. 
It had first to p a y the bosses, then th e bosses 
paid the m em b ers for th e votes sufficient to c a rry the 
m e asu re 
thro ug h. 
T he city w as k ep t in d a rk n e s s for w eeks pend ing the p a y m e n t of $175,- 
000 in bribes for a lig htin g c o n tract. A fran ch ise for a su b u rb a n stre e t r a il­ 
way was to be g ra n ted . 
T h is of course w as a rich m orsel fo r the c o rr u p ­ 
tionists. 
When th e petition cam e in, a m eeting w as held, 
an d 
a 
c h a irm a n 
appointed for th e purpose of deciding how m uch should be asked for th e 
franchise. 
One m em b er m oved th a t $40,000 be asked, a n o th e r 
m oved 
to 
make it $100,000; a th ird m em b er m oved to co m p ro m ise 
by 
m a k in g 
the 
amount $75,000. 
T his prevailed. 
T he m em b ers of the council finding th a t th e 
bosses were giving th em a sm all sh are of th e boodle, s ta rte d to find w h a t 
they could do on th eir ow n acco u n t an d as a resu lt th e price of votes w e n t 
up and som etim es the m em b ers Hold o u t to both sides of a controversy. 
To 
quote from the article: 
“The C en tral T ractio n deal In 1898 w as an in stan ce of this. 
R obert M. 
Snyder, a capitalist and pro m o ter of N ew York and K a n sa s City, cam e to St. 
Louis with a traction proposition inimical to the city railw ay Interests. T hese 
felt secure. 
T h rou gh B utler they w ere p aying seven m em b ers of the council 
96 ,000 a year each, but a s a p recau tio n Jo h n Scullln, B u tler’s associate, a n d 
one of the ablest c a p ita lists of Bt. Louis, paid C ouncilm an Uthoff a s p e c ­ 
ial retainer of $25,000 to w atch th e salaried boodlers. 
W hen S n y d er 
found 
Butler an d the com bine a g a in s t him, he set ab o u t buy ing 
the 
m em b ers 
Individually, and, opening w ine at his h e a d q u a rte rs began bidding for votes. 
This was th e first break from B utler in the big deal and caused a 
g re a t 
agitation a m o n g the hoodlera. 
T hey did not go rig ht over to S nyder; th ey 
•aw Butler, and w ith S ny der's valu atio n 
of 
the 
franch ise 
before 
them 
made 
the 
boss 
go 
up 
to 
$175,000. 
Then 
the 
council 
com bine 
called 
a 
meeting 
in 
O a st’s 
G arden 
to 
sec 
if 
they 
could 
not 
ag ree 
on 
a 
price. 
Butler 
sen t 
U thoff 
there 
w ith 
In stru ctio n s 
to cause a d is a g re e ­ 
ment, or fix a price so high th a t S n y d er w’ouid refuse to pay It. 
U thoff 
did, 
and, 
su g gesting 
$250,000, 
persuaded 
som e 
m em bers 
to 
hold 
out 
for it, till the m eeting broke up in a row. 
T hen it w as each m an for h im ­ 
self, and all h urried to see B utler, and to see S nyder, too. 
In the scram ble 
various prices w ere paid. 
P our councilm en got from S n y d er $10,000 each, 
one got $15,000, a n o th e r $17,500, an d o n e got $50,000; 
tw enty-five m em b ers 
of the H ouse of D elegates got $3,000 each from him. 
In all, S n yd er paid 
9260.000 for the franchise, and as B utler a nd his 
bac k ers 
had 
paid 
only 
9176.000 to beat it. th e fran ch ise w as passed. 
S n y d er tu rn ed aro un d and sold 
it to his old o pp on ents for 91,250,000. 
It w as w o rth tw ice us m uch.”

It h a s an im p o rta n t b earing upbn a species of corruption w'hioh 
is very common and which, while it can n o t be regarded a s out 
a n d 
out 
bribery is In every respect a s bad. 
W h e n a m a n ’s vote is controlled by the 
grant of special favo rs to his friends, it is ju st a s bad as if It w as con­ 
trolled by a direct bribe placed in his own hands. 
It w as a t one of the 
many insidious w ay s in w hich co rp o ratio n s hold 
control of 
legislators 
that Mr. Myers spoke w hen he said: 


“Civil service did its best w ork w-hen it succeeded in b reak in g down the 
m achine and th e m achine m ethods. 
T o break dow n the m achine politician 
would be the point I wish to have done above all. 
I know* so m an y men 
who are so glad to hide behind the law. 
It is not the p atro n ag e gained 
through th e corporations. 
It is the sy ste m of rew ard in g 
legislators 
for 
some friendly w ork done for corporations. 
T h a t Is, to obtain from the B os­ 
ton E levated road w ork for th eir co n stitu e n ts an d then give a prom ise of 
friendly feeling tow ard th em in retu rn . T here is a bill in the legislature 
to prevent this. 
It is ju s t as bad a s political patro n ag e. 
It is one of 
the g reatest nuisances an d evils on B eacon Hill."

What is said of co u n ty rings and th eir w orkings is only too true. 
T he 
Middlesex county rin g h as been noto riou s for y ears an d it is so still. 
T h e 
people seem to tak e little or no notice of th e w orkings of this tin g and 
the consequence is th a t It goes on from bad to worse, in its course of re c k ­ 
lessness, robbery and e x tra v a g a n c e . 
A ssuredly, reform is 
now here 
more 
necessary than in th e c o u n ty g o v ern m e n t as it exists tod ay a n d a s it h a s 
existed for many years past

The 
am endm ents do not change the general 
principle of the plan, hut tend to greater

In Vienna he obtained 
a place for a trifling salary, but It kept 
body and soul together, and w'hen he 
showed so much pluck his brothers 
helped him to a lucrative position. The 
secret of his life has been to do all he 
had to do to the best of his ability, to 
slight nothing. 
Foerster, stage m an­ 
ager of the Burg theater, gave him les­ 
sons during morning walks, an«f when 
at last he was offered a stage trial he 
was the lucky one of forty-two appli­ 
cants. To fill the place and attend re­ 
hearsals he was forced to give up his 
business. 
For a time he wras without 
money and hungry.

the City 


Supt. A. K. W hitcom b of the school 
departm ent entertained a meeting of 
teachers held in the High Hchool hall, 
yesterday afternoon w ith an account 
of his recent trip 
to C incinnati and 
Cambridge where conventions of prom­ 
inent educators were held. 
A t the C incinnati meeting the open­ 
ing session was devoted to geography, J 
the first speaker, Supt. W o lfe of San 
Antonio, Texus. holding that the pres­ 
ent method of beginning the subject 
w ith physiography, 
elevation, 
relief, 
etc., and reaching the child and his 
relation to finished products like food, j 
clothing, 
shelter etc., last is a mistake. I 
and that the reverse order should be 
followed. 
Mr. Redw ay, 
author 
of I 
two of the text books used In Lowell, 
Indorsed this Idea. in part a t least, Bay­ 
ing that the study of man upon his 
nvironmerit 
is far more im portant 
than the usual study of environm ent j 
upon man. 


F R E N C H A N D E N G L IS H . 


One forenoon in Cincinnati was spent 
n visiting schools, and here it 
was 
found that a m ajority of the children 
of the city are taught in Germ an one- 
half of the time for the first four years 
of school life. No more teachers are 
required, two teachers caring for 
two 
ooms there as here, 
but 
changing 
rooms at noon. 
Each writes the usual 
bool subjects like reading, writing, 
arithm etic, etc., 
but one teaches 
In 
English and the other In Germ an and 
the testim ony is universal 
that pro­ 
gress in these subjects is Just as great 
s In the schools where the instruction 
is w holly in English. 
while 
a fair 
peaking knowledge of Germ an is ob­ 
tained as an extra. 
In Low ell a sim i­ 
lar plan would n atu rally put French 
in the place of Germ an, and Mr. W hit- 
•omb expressed the opinion that m any 
parent* would consider It a boon lf 
their children could thus early get a 
fair speaking and w riting knowledge 
f French w ithout loss of progress In 
ingilsh and with no increase of teach­ 
es or of expanse to the city.

T w o sessions of 
the meeting ware 
devoted to a discussion of 
m anual 
training and the unusual time given to 
this topic on the program was only an 
illustration of the prominent;# given 
to it everywhere. 
In the corridors. 
at the hotels ami on the trains going 
ami coming, this subject received more 
constant and more favorable discus­ 
sion than any other. 
Mr. W hitcom b 
expressed his own hearty approval of, 
the m anual training Idea, but feared ' 


to recommend its extensive adoption 
’n Low ell at 
present, in the grades 
below the high school, on account of 
the large expense w hich is necessarily 
involved. 
One session at C incinnati and 
the 
whole forenoon of the H a rva rd Teach­ 
ers’ association at Cam bridge wag de­ 
voted to a discussion of the burden­ 
someness of 
present 
high 
school 
courses, the time required to complete 
the same, the 
possible measures of re­ 
lief. 
It was conceded that the de­ 
mands of the colleges have increased 
so greatly, in recent yeers, especially in 
the last three years, that it is very 
difficult for m any students to fit for 
college in four years. 
R e l i e f , it was 
agreed by all, Is a pressing need, one 
p arty holding that 
the high sehool 
course should be lengthened and the 
other that it should be made easier by 
having some of its w ork done in the 
gram m ar schools.

tee of the town consisted of Stew art Mc­ 
Kay. Rev. E. C. B artlett and Alexander 
J. Park. 


The school has two 
rooms and Is In 
every way a model of its kind. 
It has 
a system of heating and 
ventilation 
which though inexpensive will compare 
favorably in point of utility with some of 
the expensive system s used In Lowell 
and other cities. 
Only one room is occu­ 
pied as yet. Miss Sarah Devine being the 
teacher, but the other will soon be occu­ 
pied. 
The small am ount of money usnfl 
for the building of the school will he a 
surprise to the people of 
Lowell, who 
have been accustomed to paying much 
larger sums even for the plainest build­ 
ing 
The town appropriated 
$6900 for tho 
building. $1000 of which was to be raised 
by direct taxation and $4000 to he b o r ­ 
rowed 
The town a t the same time voted 
to authorize th '1 transfer of money from 
one appropriation to another.

were necessary to help in building tho 
school. 
As a result the schoolhouse has 
been completed with a net debt to rh# 
town of $4000. which w as borrow'cd. and 
the total cost of the school as It stands 
completed and equipped with every es­ 
sential convenience is $4,600. 
It would pay the city of Lowell to em­ 
ploy the school committee of C helm s­ 
ford to erect their schoolhouses

March 12.—After a s ­ 
serting that a m istake had been made 
when it was asserted that glanders is 
epidemic am ong horses of this city. the 
officials of the health d e p a r tm e n t have 
decided that the disease is much 
more 
prevalent than they had supposed. 
E nergetic measures are being taken 
to stam p out the disease and orders 
have been issued for the destruction of 
all horses that are found to have the 
glanders. 
In a stable In which the disease was 
discovered to be epidemic, a represent­ 
ative of the health departm ent found 
13 horses had died In the last three 
months and seven others were taken 
aw ay to be killed. 
Tests have been 
m ade that show that six of the animals 
now' in that stable are diseased. These 
will be killed and the horses that show 
no traces of the disease will he per­ 
mitted to go out on the p r o m ise of the 
owners that they will be brought back 
at regular Intervals for inspection. 
It has been discovered that glanders 
has been spread through the

smith shops. 
Instructions will be is­ 
sued to the sm iths to use nntl-septlc* 
and to take precautions which will ob­ 
viate the danger in the future.

The Lenten Rea­ 
son, the retail dealers ss y, does not 
increase the demand for lk.h so notice­ 
ably na It did formerly. 
Nearly all varieties of sea food STS 
affected to a greater or less extent by 
the increase in price that has com# 
within the past few weeks, although 
the standard kinds, such as oold had­ 
dock. bluefish, etc., which ara most 
often purchased for the table by the 
careful housewife, are not advanced to 
any am ount 
that would prevent 
the 
said housewife from indulging in theee 
fish on i he ground of economy. 
The reason for the increased price* 
the dealers say, is the fact that 
the 
supply in certain varieties has been m a­ 
terially curtailed by the storms 
and 
the consequent difficulties encountered 
in the pursuit of coaxing the scaly del­ 
icacies from their 
native 
element. 
Perch and some other of the minor fish 
are selling a t about the usual prices, 
and one m ay Indulge in oysters at no 
increase over the normal cost. 
Cod is 
selling all the way from 8 to IB cents 
a pound, the average for a good arti­ 
cle being IO to 12 cents. 
The 
best 
price asked is an advance of about 20 
per cent. over the normal. 
Both cod 
and haddock have been rather scarce 
for the past two months. 
Halibut is being sold at 80 cents a 
pound for the best quality, which is 
about five cents above normal prices. 
Smelts sell for 25 to 30 cents a pound, 
according to quality, which 
is 
not 
much above the usual rates at this sea­ 
son of the year. 
Whitefish, from the 
Great Lakes, sells at 20 cents a pound, 
not much under the normal. 
Native fiat fish are beginning to come 
into the market, and sell at 12 cents, 
about the usual price at the beginning 
of their season. 
Spanish marckerel is 
selling a t 25 rents,

and striped bass, which 
ordinarily is 
worth 25 cents a pound now costs

cents. 
Shad runs from 30 to 35 cents for the 
North Carolina article and 
about 
25 
cents for Florida shad, which are said 
to be ordinary prices for this season. 
Shad roe sells at 75 cents a pair. 
Red 
snapper sells a t 25 cents, sheepshesd 
at 20 cents, and pompano at 35 cents. 
These are Southern fish, 
on 
all 
of 
which there is un advance of about 20 
per cent. in price. 
The lover of lobster Is the one whose 
pocketbook will suffer most and undes 
the present conditions a man should 
have a bank account of large size lf 
he expects to indulge in this delicacy 
very often. 
It Is a millionaire’s lux­ 
ury at present, without any mistake. 
Lobsters are now selling from 30 to 33 
rents a pound alive, and at 35 cents a 
pound bolled. The normal 
price of 
bolled lobsters is 18 cents, so the ad­ 
vance is about IOO per cent. 
In one 
day last week the retail price jumped 
IO cents a pound, from 25 to 36 cents. 
lo b ster fishermen have be*n having 
a difficult time lately on account of 
bad weather, it is claimed, and lobster 
pots have suffered both from lack of 
attention and from the beating of the 
storms. 
Now it is the turn of the 
lobster consumers to suffer and they 
are catching 
It in a moat sensitive 
place, the pocketbook. 
One may buy fish, as many other 
articles at “marked down" prices, al­ 
most any time, but these prices are 
those quoted by m arkets where only 
the best is supposed to be kept on 
sale a t reasonable prices.

His brave 
spirit ever saw ahead the theater, and 
the hope of being an actor some day 
spurred him on. In Vienna he obtained 
a place for a trifling salary, but it kept 
body and soul together, and when he 
showed so much pluck his brothers 
helped him to a lucrative position. The 
secret of his life has been to do all he 
had to do to the best of his ability, to 
slight nothing. 
Foerster, stage m an­ 
ager of the Burg theater, gave him les­ 
sons during morning walks, and when 
at last he was offered a stage trial he 
was the lucky one of forty-tw'o appli­ 
cants. To fill the place and attend re­ 
hearsals he was forced to give up his 
business. 
For a time he was without 
money and hungry. 
The good friend 
who tutored him discovered this and 
again helped him. His work as an ac­ 
tor soon gave him reputation, and the 
days of slow starvation were past, In 
a few- years Conried was a very suc­ 
cessful 'actor and toured Austria and 
Germany. 
In 1877 he came to New 
York and has w-on both fame and 
wealth as actor and manager In Amer­ 
ica. The Irving Place theater here, in 
which plays are given in German only, 
has been under his management for 
about ten years. 
He has also made a 
great deal of money from the manufac­ 
ture of steamer chairs.
